MANILA RAILWAY OUTLOOK. 


Mr..C. J. Cater Scott presided at the annual 
general meeting of the Manils Railway Company . 
(1906) held east month, At tho outset be 
spologised for the great delay in presenting. the 
acéounts. The'ratio of exponses in Manila was 
42,25, which wos. very’ low. This was larger 
than in the previous year, because they hada - 
failura in the rice crop, which caused; con- 
siderable. ahrinkwre in the revenue, and thero-.
